A serious nccident occurred fit the State 


Houfie i?riday foieuoon, wiiich will deprive 
the House of Kopresentalivp.s of tho services 
o£ Hon. William I'. Sheffield for tbe remain- 
der of the session. 
Sunn utter the openiu] 


of the morning .session, Mr. Sheflield arose 
from his seat nnd stilrk-d to go to the room 
of 
the Judiciary Committee for

papers to be presented to the House.

ho passed from the clonk room to the hall- 
way, ho stopped n moment to speak to Mr. 
Lee, of Pnwtucliot, and then passed on. lie 
had taken bnjt a step, when Mr. Lea ngitiu 
spoke lo him, whereupon ho turned sudden- 
ly, nnd slipped iu such a manner as to twist 
bis lame leg around and cause it severe 
injury.

and, as the physician says, n fracture of Iho 
knee-pan never heals solidly, it ia probnblo 
Iho fracture in precisely tbe name as before. 
Tbo knee was bandaged nnd Mr. Sheffield 
remained in the commitloe-rooni, in charge 
of Iho members from Newport nud friends, 
unlil after '2 o'clock, when ho wns taken lo 
tbo Newport bont in the police ambulance, 
to go homo.
